THE  liCEDICAL  OFFICER  OP  HEALTH 


To  the  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BURGESS  HILL  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

I have  the  honour  to  suhmit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962, 

After  falling  for  three  consecutive  years  the  corrected  hirth 
rate  rose  to  19* 11  "births  per  thousand  of  the  population,  the  highest 
since  1957  when  the  figure  was  20. 84.  The  number  of  illegitimate  live 
births  expressed  as  a percentage  of  total  births  was  3.36.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  fell  for  the  second  successive  year  to  10. 07  compared 
with  12.88  for  the  previous  year.  During  1962  there  were  three  infant 
deaths  under  one  year,  two  of  which  occurred  during  the  first  week  of 
life.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  was  23.10  compared  with  25.32  for  I96I, 
the  national  figure  being  32  (196I) . 

In  the  country  as  a whole,  the  steep  decline  during  the  past 
thirty  years  in  the  mortality  of  infants  aged  one  week  but  under  one  year 
(80  per  cent  reduction)  has,  unfortunately,  not  been  matched  with  an  equal 
decline  in  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  which  is  still  only  50  per  cent  of 
the  1931  figure.  There  is  a great  awareness  amongst  obstetricians  of  the 
need  for  research  into  the  causes  of  still  birth  and  early  neonatal 
mortality,  but  whilst  many  research  departments  remain  ill  equipped  and 
under  staffed,  for  lack  of  money,  it  is  difficult  to  foresee  any  marked 
improvement  in  the  near  future  unless  there  is  a radical  change  in  attitude 
at  the  highest  level.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  was  again  nil. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  I40, 
giving  a corrected  death  rate  of  10. 69.  An  analysis  of  the  main  causes  of 
death  will  be  found  on  page  9 of  this  report. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  due  to  coronary  disease  fell  by  nearly  7 
per  cent  but  those  attributed  to  cancer  of  the  lung  rose  slightly  from  4. 61 
to  5.71  per  cent. 

II/MUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH,  TETANUS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS 

During  the  year  I attended  fifteen  clinics  and  schools  in  the 
Urban  District  and  carried  out  a total  of  702  injections. 

In  1961  the  percentage  of  children  under  five  in  East  Sussex  who 
had  completed  a course  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria  was  78.  In  1962 
in  the  0-20  age  group,  82  per  cent  of  persons  in  East  Sussex  were 
immunised  against  poliomyelitis  and  86  per  cent  of  infants  under  two  years 
of  age  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox. 
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The  foregoing  figures  have  been  taken  from  the  latest  Report 
(1962)  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

INTERNATIOML  CERTIFICATES  OF  VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 


Luring  the  year  2,775  certificates  were  authenticated  by  the 
Health  Department. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Eighty-five  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the 
year  compared  with  a figure  of  237  for  the  previous  year  and,  of  the  total 
notifications  received,  64  were  due  to  measles.  There  were  two  cases  of 
food  poisoning  and  one  case  of  dysentery. 
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Food  Poiscnin,s: 

The  first  patient,  a young  married  woman,  undoubtedly  acquired 
the  infection  whilst  on  holiday  in  the  Netherlands.  The  doctor  who 
attended  informed  her  that  she  was  suffering  from  mild  paratyphoid  and, 
on  her  return  to  this  country,  the  family  doctor  notified  the  condition 
accordingly.  Subsequent  laboratory  investigations,  which  were  carried 
cut  after  the  patient’s  admission  to  hospital,  revealed  the  presence  of 
Salmonella  bovis  morbificans,  a not  uncommon  food  poisoning  organism  in 
Europe . 


The  second  case,  a child  of  six  years,  became  ill  after  visiting 
relatives  in  Surrey.  Later  I learned  from,  the  District  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  that  several  of  the  relatives  had  also  been  affected.  At  first 
it  was  believed  that  the  infection  had  been  caused  by  sausage  rolls  made 
from  frozen  skinless  pork  sausages  but,  a fev/  weeks  later,  when  the 
organisms  had  been  typed  at  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory,  it  was 
discovered  that  the  child  in  Burgess  Hill  had  been  infected  by  an  organism 
of  a different  serological  type  from  that  which  had  caused  the  Surrey  cases. 
Salmonella  typhimurium  was  responsible  for  both  the  Surrey  and  Burgess  Hill 
incidents,  the  phage  types  being  type  lA  Var.l  and  lA  Var.2  respectively. 

As  so  often  happens  with  isolated  incidents  the  origin  of  the  infection 
was  not  discovered. 

Sonne  Dysentery 

This  case,  a child  of  four  years,  probably  acquired  the  infection 
following  her  admission  to  a Children's  Hospital  for  the  investigation  of 
another  complaint.  Routine  inquiries  were  carried  out  by  the  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  faecal  specimens  from  the  whole  family  were 
submitted  to  the  laboratory,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  the  child's 
father  who  v/as  employed  as  a milk  roundsman.  All  the  specimens  submitted 
were  subsequently  proved  negative  for  pathogenic  organisms. 

IIA.PORTED  SMALLPOX  IN  ENGLAND  AND  WALES 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year  several  cases  of  smallpox  occurred 
in  various  parts  of  the  British  Isles.  Much  time  was  spent  by  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  in  answering  queries  from  both  family  doctors  and 
the  general  public  regarding  smallpox  and  the  need  for  vaccination  in 
specific  circumstances.  In  view  of  the  shortage  of  vaccine  in  the  South 
of  England  and  the  need  for  restricting  vaccination  to  certain  groups  of 
persons,  a regular  information  service  for  family  doctors  was  provided  and 
all  communications  received  from  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  were  duplicated  and  passed  on  to  family  doctors  in  the  district, 
together  with  other  information  considered  to  be  of  value. 
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The  importance  of  maintaining  a high  state  of  immunity  amongst 
doctors  and  nurses  and  other  hospital  employees  was  emphasised  by  the 
Chief  Medical  Officer,  and  at  one  large  institution  in  Cuckfield  Urban 
District  six  hundred  members  of  the  staff  were  vaccinated  by  their  medical 
officer  and  myself  in  order  to  re-establish  immunity,  v/hich,  in  many 
instances,  had  been  allowed  to  lapse  over  the  years. 

Smallpox  Contacts  in  Mid-Sussex 

The  following  instances  are  typical  of  the  several  smallpox 
contacts  that  v/ere  followed  up  in  the  district  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year. 

Contacts  from  S.S.  Orion 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  City  and  Port  of  London 
informed  me  that  a family  were  entering  the  district  after  returning  from 
overseas  in  a vessel  in  v\^hich  a single  case  of  smallpox  had  occurred. 

On  visiting  it  was  discovered  that  the  contacts  were  a woman  of  38  who 
had  returned  from  Perth,  Australia,  with  her  young  family  in  order  to  visit 
her  mother  in  Mid-Sussex.  She  told  me  that  since  her  arrival  in  England 
she  had  suffered  from  a severe  sore  throat.  This  was  not  in  itself  an 
unexpected  reaction  to  a renewed  acquaintance  with  the  British  climate,  but 
in  view  of  its  timing  (ll  days  from  the  last  possible  day  of  contact  with 
a smallpox  case)  arrangements  were  made  for  revaccination  of  her  mother, 
who  was  the  only  one  in  the  household  who  had  not  been  vaccinated  for  many 
years.  The  family  were  restricted  to  home  and  garden  until  a full  sixteen 
days  had  elapsed. 

Investigation  of  high  temperature  followed  by  a severe  rash  in  an  Air  Line 

employee 


This  case,  a young  man  in  his  early  20' s,  who  v\^as  employed  as  a 
luggage  clerk  at  London  Airport,  gave  a history  of  frontal  headache,  sore 
throat  and  high  temperature  (maximum  104.2°)  for  several  days,  followed  by 
the  appearance  of  a generalised  maculn-papular  rash  on  the  4th  day.  The 
rash  first  appeared  on  the  lower  part  of  the  face  and  then  spread  over  the 
whole  body.  It  was  present  in  the  axilla  but  sparse  on  extensor  surfaces. 
The  patient  gave  a history  of  recent  successful  vaccination  in  July,  1961. 
The  family  doctor  asked  me  to  see  this  case  and  although  v/e  were  both  agreed 
that  the  patient  was  most  likely  to  be  suffering  from  measles  it  was  decided 
that,  in  view  of  the  nature  of  the  man's  employment,  the  Smallpox  Consultant 
should  be  called  in.  The  diagnosis  of  measles  was  confirmed  by  the  latter, 
on  the  same  day,  on  clinical  grounds. 


Diphtheria  Contacts 
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In  November  the  mother  of  two  teenage  girls  telephoned  the 
Department  with  reference  to  a case  of  diphtheria  which  had  occurred 
at  her  daughters'  hoarding  school.  The  immunisation  state  of  the  four 
children  in  the  family  was  obtained  from  the  County  Health  Department 
and  the  children  were  asked  to  attend  at  my  office  for  "booster"  injections 
on  the  following  day.  Throat  swabs  were  taken  from  the  two  contacts  and 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Both  were  negative.

Out  of  a total  of  1,385  persons  presenting  themselves  for  chest 
radiograph^'’  onl^/  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  discovered.  This 
case  did  not  require  close  clinical  supervision  or  hospital  treatment. 


The  Unit  also  visited  four  factories  in  Burgess  Hill  during 
July,  1962.  The  number  of  persons  X-rayed  was  635  (422  males  and  213 
females).  No  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  discovered.

This  Section  provides  for  the  compulsory  removal  from  their  homes 
of  elderly,  infirm  or  incapacitated  persons  who  are  not  receiving  proper 
care  and  attention.  Such  persons  are  often  living  on  their  own  under  poor 
and  insanitary  conditions  and  although  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  formal 
action  under  this  Section,  four  cases  were  investigated  during  the  year. 

Three  of  the  foregoing  were  eventually  adnitted  to  hospital  and 
two  of  these  are  Icnovm  to  have  died  during  the  past  fev^  months. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

(i)  The  water  for  the  wh^le  of  the  Urban  District 
is  supplied  by  the  Mid-Sussex  Water  Company. 

This  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity, 

(ii)  The  Company  carried  out  monthly  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  raw  water  and  all  were 
satisfactory.  The  water  was  chlorinated. 

(iii)  The  supply  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(iv)  There  was  no  evidence  of  the  supply  being  contaminated, 

(v)  With  the  exception  of  three  houses,  all  are  provided 
with  a piped  supply  direct  to  the  house.

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REPORT  OP  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


STAFFING  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  LEPARTMT. 

Early  in  1962  the  Council  appointed  Mr.  S.J.  Perry  as 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  he  commenced  his  duties 
on  the  1st  May,  1962. 

Luring  the  past  ten  years  or  so,  the  population  of  the 
district  has  almost  doubled,  new  legislation  has  added  further 
duties  and  a considerable  amount  of  meat  inspection  also  became 
necessary.  It  was,  therefore,  inevitable  that  regular  routine 
inspections  could  not  be  carried  out  by  the  sole  Public  Health 
Inspector  in  addition  to  his  general  administrative  work  and 
housing  duties. 

Since  the  additional  appointment  was  made,  however,  good 
progress  has  been  achieved  and  routine  inspection  put  on  a 
satisfactory  basis.  Up-to-date  records  have  been  compiled  and 
inspections  made  of  all  the  food  premises,  shops, factories, 
caravans  and  other  premises  which  are  the  concern  of  the  Public 
Health  Lepartment.  In  particular  a survey  of  all  the  dwellings 
in  the  district  has  been  commenced,  v/hich  should  provide  much 


useful  information  as  a basis  for  future  action.

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No  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found  during  the  year. 

Thirteen  cases  of  infection  hy  Cysticercus  hovis  were  detected 
of  which  five  were  in  an  active  state,  requiring  detention  of  the  carcases 
in  cold  storage,  to  render  the  parasites  incapable  of  communicating  the 
disease  to  man,  and  two  carcases  were  condemned  owing  to  a generalised 
infection. 


Seventy-six  livers  were  affected  by  fluke  disease. 

The  total  quantity  of  meat  condemned  at  the  slaughterhouse  was 
1 ton  7 cwts.  36  lbs.

Food  Hygiene 

With  the  appointment  of  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  it 
has  been  possible  to  organise  the  inspection  of  all  food  premises  on  a 
proper  basis.  A complete  set  of  records  has  been  compiled  and  every  food 
establishment  has  been  inspected  at  least  once  during  the  year.  There  are 
126  of  such  premises  in  the  district.  In  general  the  standard  of  hygiene 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Quite  a number  of  the  businesses  are  small 
family  concerns  in  which  the  husband  and  wife  work  and  reside  on  the 
premises,  in  some  cases  employing  a part  time  assistant.  The  number  and 
classifications  of  the  food  premises  has  been  set  out  earlier  in  this 
report. 
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A number  of  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were 
found,  mostly  of  a minor  character,  and  in  32  cases  letters  were  sent  to 
the  proprietors,  drawing  their  attention  to  the  matters  in  question.  As 
a result  of  these  letters  and  subsequent  visits,  all  the  defects  were 
remedied.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 


Five  notifications  have  been  received  in  respect  of  proposed 
installation  of  oil  fired  boilers  for  heating  purposes  at  schools  and 
institutions,  and  approval  under  the  Act  was  granted  in  each  case. 
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RATS  ART  MICE  RESTRUCTIOR 


The  v/ork  of  rodent  control  has  continued  satisfactorily  under 
the  care  of  Mr.  S.Y^,  Cook,  Rodent  Operator.  So  many  infestations  are 
reported  hy  residents  that  the  time  available  for  the  routine  survey  of 
the  district  is  unavoidably  reduced.  The  Council  has  now  made  transport 
available  for  the  operator,  in  the  form  of  a "Lambretta"  three-wheeler  van. 
This  has  proved  a great  advantage  both  in  speed,  convenience  of  transporting 
equipment  and  protection  whilst  travelling  in  wet  weather. 

IKiring  the  year  473  infestations  v;ere  reported  and  2693  visits 
made  to  731  separate  premises.  One  hundred  and  forty  infestations  of 
rats  and  40  infestations  of  mice  were  found  and  treated  (487  bodies  were 
recovered) . Private  dwellinghouses  are  treated  free  of  charge  but  in 
the  case  of  business  premises  the  cost  of  the  work  has  to  be  recovered. 

The  refuse  tip  has  been  regularly  inspected  but  there  has  been 
no  serious  infestation.  Two  treatments  have  been  carried  out  on  the  tip. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


The  cesspool  emptying  scheme  has  continued  to  work  successfully 
during  the  year  and  approximately  one  hundred  emptyings  were  carried  out. 
This  service  has  been  maintained  by  making  use  of  a cesspool  emptying 
vehicle  belonging  to  the  Cuckfield  Rural  District  Council  but  the  Council 
has  now  purchased  its  own  vehicle  for  this  purpose. 

SEVTORAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Work  has  continued  throughout  the  year  on  the  final  phase  of 
the  scheme  for  the  improvement  and  extension  of  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works.  Construction  of  the  large  circular  sedimentation  tank,  the  large 
rectangular  filter,  tv/o  additional  humus  settling  tanks  and  the  necessary 
additional  pumping  machinery,  is  well  advanced  and  will  shortly  be  put 
into  operation.  When  this  work  is  completed  during  the  coming  year, 
the  works  will  be  capable  of  dealing  satisfactorily  with  the  sewage  from  a 
population  of  20,000  persons. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  controlled  tipping  of  refuse  on  a piece  of  land  which  was 
deeply  pitted  by  old  clay  workings  was  brought  to  a satisfactory  conclusion 
during  the  year.  After  the  completion  of  levelling  and  the  spreading 
of  top  soil  this  area  will  be  taken  into  use  as  a recreation  ground,  and 
a piece  of  useless  land  will  bo  made  to  serve  a beneficial  purpose. 

During  the  controlled  tipping  no  nuisance  of  any  kind  occurred  and  the 
tip  was  conducted  in  a very  satisfactory  manner. 
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HOUSING 


V/ork  on  the  erection  of  thirty-six  new  dwellings  on  the  Manor 
Road  Estate  has  recently  been  completed  and  the  houses  occupied.  Further 
housing  schemes  are  in  course  of  preparation. 

The  scheme  prepared  hy  the  Surveyor  for  the  improvement  and 
modernisation  of  about  I89  pre-war  Council  houses  has  reached  an  advanced 
stage  and  work  will  shortly  commence. 

The  main  features  of  the  scheme  are  the  provision  of  hot  water 
systems,  wash-basins  and  internal  access  to  w.c. 

Work  has  begun  on  a detailed  survey  of  all  the  dwelling-houses 
in  the  district.  Its  purpose  is  firstly  to  obtain  a rough  idea  of  the 
general  state  of  repair  and  fitness  of  the  dvirellings  and  also  information 
as  to  whether  they  are  provided  with  the  modern  amenities  covered  by  the 
Improvement  Grants  Scheme, 

Slum  Clearance 

Two  old  cottages  which  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  habitation  and 
not  capable  of  being  repaired  were  reported  to  the  Council.  The  houses 
were  not  occupied  at  the  time  and  the  owner  gave  an  Undertaking  that  they 
would  not  be  reoccupied  without  first  being  made  fit.  The  Council 
accepted  the  Undertaking  and  the  houses  have  since  been  demolished. 

As  a result  of  the  Housing  Survey  mentioned  above,  it  is 
anticipated  that  in  due  course,  further  houses  will  be  represented  as 
unfit  for  habitation. 

Rent  Act  1957 

No  applications  for  "Certificates  of  Disrepair"  were  received 
during  the  year.  It  is  now  four  years  since  such  a Certificate  has  been 
applied  for. 

Improvement  Grants 

There  was  increased  interest  in  the  subject  of  Grants  for  the 
improvement  and  modernisation  of  properties.  Thirteen  applications  were 
received  for  Discretionary  Grants  and  12  for  Standard  Grants.  These 
figures  are  higher  than  in  any  previous  year. 

In  all  cases  the  work  has  been  completed  and  in  4 others  the 
work  is  still  in  progress  or  has  not  yet  begun.  Five  applications  were 
not  proceeded  with  for  various  reasons, 

A considerable  amount  of  work  is  involved  in  dealing  with  these 
cases,  but  the  subject  is  one  of  great  importance  v/hen  it  comes  to  preserving' 
older  houses  in  a useful  state.  As  much  publicity  as  possible  should  be 
given,  and  owners  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  these  Grants. 
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The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  gives  all  possible  assistance 
to  applicants  or  other  interested  persons  in  connection  with  schemes  for 
the  improvement  or  conversion  of  suitable  premises. 


The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  a circular  dated 
2nd  August,  1962  stated  that  he  wished  to  see  a very  big  increase  in  the 
number  of  houses  being  improved  with  the  aid  of  Grants  and  he  feels  that 
this  can  be  done  if  Local  Authorities  will  make  a determined  and  sustained 
effort.  His  department  will  assist  as  much  as  possible  in  the  matter  of 
publicity,  but  he  considers  that  the  greatest  progress  will  be  made  through 
a systematic  approach  by  Local  Authorities,  taking  an  area  street  by  street, 
and  using  every  effort  to  get  the  owners  to  have  their  houses  improved. 


To  implement  the  Minister’s  suggestion,  the  detailed  survey  of 
dwelling-houses  mentioned  earlier  has  been  undertaken  and  is  almost 
completed  in  the  West  Ward.  A number  of  houses  have  been  found  which  are 
suitable  subjects  for  improvement  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  get  the 
owners  interested  in  making  application  for  Grant.  In  some  cases 
applications  have  already  been  made  and  the  work  put  in  hand. 


FACTORIES 


On  the  Industrial  Estate  the  erection  of  new  factories  has 
continued  and  there  are  now  32  factories  on  this  site.  Works  of  building 
construction  have  been  inspected  as  time  permits.

PUBLIC  SWIB/MIUG  BATHS 


There  is  only  one  public  swimming  hath  in  the  Urban  District,  namely 
the  open  air  swimming  pool  in  St.  Johns  Park.  This  is  owned  by  the  Council 
and  operated  by  its  own  staff.  The  pool  measures  100  feet  by  40  feet,  the 
depth  being  from  2ft.  6ins.  to  8ft.  6ins.  The  construction  is  of  reinforced 
concrete,  the  walls  being  finished  with  green  polished  cement  tiles  and  an 
area  surrounding  the  pool  is  enclosed  for  the  use  of  spectators  and  sun 
bathers. 


The  capacity  of  the  pool  is  132,000  gallons,  and  the  circulating  and 
filtration  plant  is  capable  of  a complete  turnover  of  the  water  in  a period  of 
six  hours.  The  purification  process  consists  of  filtration,  and  aeration 
followed  by  breakpoint  chlorination  applied  by  a dosing  mechanism  to  regulate 
the  delivery  of  chlorine  gas  to  the  water.  Water  for  initial  filling  and  for 
topping  up  is  obtained  from  the  mains. 

Throughout  the  season  no  difficulty  was  encountered  in  maintaining 
the  water  in  a satisfactory  physical  and  bacteriological  condition.  Regular 
tests  for  the  presence  of  chlorine  were  carried  out  and  a bacteriological 
sample  taken  showed  very  satisfactory  results.
